While Russians Are 


Settling Troubles 


' 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 
Paris, Jan. 23.—Having disposed of 


tho Russian situation for the moment, 
the supreme council of the peace con- 
gress turned today to the principal ob- 
ject of its work—the establishment of 
at league of nations. 


This question promises to command 


virtually the undivided attention of the 
•delegates until their action regarding 
Russia shows results one way or an 
other. 
As the Russian delegates are 


not expected at Princes Islands until 
February 15 this means that nearly the 
whole attention of the congress will 
be turned to the league of nations un- 
til President Wilson's departure for 
America. 


Out of the Russian negotiations it is 


hoped that some unanimous agreement 
will be reached that will bring repie- 
sentatives of that country into further 
sessions at Paris. Delegates of all the 
associated governments have express- 
ed the opinion that a. secure peace can 
hardly be considered to have been made 
while Russia remains on fire. 
It is regarded as quite significant in 


circles surrounding the peace congress 
that it should be announced that the 
first plan for a league of nations to be 
considered comes from Premier Lloyd 
George of Great Britain. This is quite 
in consonance 
with what has been 


known in a very small circle close to 
the American delegates, that President 
Wilson plans to have European ideas 
come before the congress in advance 
of his own. American officials explain 
that Mr. Wilson's purpose is not only 
out of deference to European rations 
which have sacrificed so much in the 
war or out of deference to views of 
European statesmen, but that there is 
a tachnical advantage in 
reserving 
American plans until all others have 
been fully discussed when they may be 
brought forward, probably to form a 
bridge by which disagreements that 
may have developed may be dispelled 


Mr. Wilson has told his colleagues 
that he has no personal pride of au 
thorship in the plan for the league 
and is quite ready to place himself in a 
position of supporting some other na- 
tion's plan rather than proposing of his 
own, 
if he feels that procedure will best 
serve the common purpose. 
If discus- 


sion goes on according to this plan, it 
appears likely that both the British 
and French plans will be discussed be 
fore the president brings out his own. 
which is now entirely completed and 
ready for presentation at any time. 


Mr. Wilson will go ahead with his 


announced purpose of devoting all his 
energies to the reducing of various 
views on the league of nations to a 
basis of agreement while awaiting re- 
sults from the effort to compose the 
differences between Russian 
factions. 


He intends to adhere to his determin- 
ation to hold all other plans secondary, 
including his visit to Brussels and his 
trip to the'battlefields and devastated 
regions.

Paris. Jan. 23.—An official bulletin 


issued by the press bureau late yester- 
day says: 


"The proposals of President AVilson 
were approved, including recognition 
by the associated powers of the rights 
or the Russian people to direct their 
own affairs without dictation from the 
outsid". 
The powers do not wish to 
exploit Russia."

It is needless for French jurists to 


ponder on the possible conviction of 
William II of hi^h crimes and misde- 
meanors. 
He is not amenable to any 


existing Court. 
To organize a Court 


to convict him. to produce 
evidence 


against him when the verdict is as- 
sured in advance, to proceed according 
to the rules of the criminal law against 
a man who is the embodiment of a na- 
tion, 
would 
only look 
vindictive: it 


would give the accused the appearance 
of being a victim or a martyr: it would 
make sympathy for him. 


The case has got to be treated in a 


much broader way. and higher prin- 
ciples have got to be invaded than 
those which provide 
punishment for 


the individual •wrong-doer. What Wil- 
liam II did he did. not in his individual 
capacity, but in his legal capacity of 
German Emperor. 
It is an ancient 


legal maxim that the King can do no 
wrong: that is. the sovereign is not 
amenable to the laws of his own coun- 
try. 
Is he amenable to the laws of 


some other country? 
During the war 


William was never within British juris- 
diction, and when he was within the 
boundaries of Belgium and France the 
native 
administration 
had 
already 


ceased to exist. He was there only as 
an act of war. and war is not unlaw- 
ful: the only punishment it is subject 
to is defeat and the terms of the con- 
querors. 


The 
French 
jurists to 
whom M. 


Clemenceau submitted the question of 
William's guilt think he could only be 
punished as an accessory: that is. as 
the subordinate of his own subordi- 
nates- This would be a lame and im- 
potent conclusion. 
The legal machin- 


ery has been disregarded. 


Of course he can be extradited. 
If he 


were a political offender he would not 
have a right to Dutch protection; he 
would only have a claim on Dutch gen- 
erosity. 
It is customary not to sur- 


render political offenders on extradi- 
tion proceedings, but the political of- 
fender has no title to protection. Any 
nation would be justified in giving up 
a political offender if his protection 
threatened the safety of the country. 
and if the Allies and America demand 
William. Holland will give him up. 


But William is not a political refu- 


gee. 
He has not fled to Holland to es- 


cape the vengeance of his own Govern- 
ment. 
He fled thither to escape cap- 


ture by the Allies and Americans, and 
the war is not over. 
If he had not fled 


he would be a prisoner of war. and 
his enemies have a perfect right to de- 
mand that the fugitive be surrendered 
to them. 


Once in their possession it is a mat- 


ter for the peace conference to decide 
what disposition shall be made of him. 
He has abdicated, and his people ap- 
parently do not want any more of him. 
Therefore he c.-umot be restored to his 
abandoned and overturned throne. 
To 


execute him or lock him up in prison 
could only b« don" under a law made 
for th" purpose and that would put 
the crown of martyrdom upon his head. 
The simple and proper method of pro- 
cedure is to demand his surrender by 
Holland, which, as a matter of fact, 
would be trntf-ful to the peace confer- 
ence lor takintr him off its hands, and 
having jjosstssion of him. to decide 
wli^re he would be safest for thf- rest 
of his days.

infantry, was assigned to and joined 
this company May 26, 1918. 


"Due to his devotion to duty and 


appitude he was 
appointed 
corporal 
June 16, 1918, and was considered a 
very capable soldier. 


"Your son was killed in action on the 


night of September 
29, 1918, in the 


trenches situated in the Vosges moun- 
tains, which we were occupying and 
holding at that time. 


"Your son was struck by shrapnel 


and his death was instantaneous. 
He 


died trying to reach an objective that 
the plan of action called for. I do not 
believe he suffered. 


"All of his 
personal 
effects were 


carefully collected and forwarded to 
the proper authorities and you will re- 
ceive them in due time. 


"Many times have I thought of you 
and your son, for he was one of the 
many who died for a just cause, help- 
ing to overcome the Destroyer of Hu- 
manity, the Hun. 


"He showed by his personal bravery 
that he was a true American boy and 
a great credit to the home, the people 
and the country he so well represented. 
"I will probably, at some future time 


explain in detail the action that took 
place, however you have the sincerest 
wishes of the officers and men of his 
company in your hour of sorrow."
